How did you 
get into what 
you do? After 
working as 
a decorative 
painter, in 2010 
I fulfilled a 
long-held ambition to go to college. 

I graduated with a first class BA 
Hons degree in Fashion and Textiles, 
which gave me the confidence to set 
up my fabric design business. 

Where does your passion for 
textiles stem from? I love to 
see how scale and colour can 
transform a fabric. My passion 
stems from wanting to create 
fabrics that people like and want 
to decorate their homes with. 

Have you always been interested 
in making and designing? Ever 
since I was an avid fan of Blue Peter 
I have created, and this has carried 
on into adulthood. 

What was the first piece you ever 
made? It was a tropical-themed 
pattern. I was so proud of it, but I 


have learned so much since then. 
What inspires your designs? I 
love visiting museums and looking 
at old textiles. Colours are my main 
draw and I like them bright. I know 
everybody plays it safe, but colour 
really makes a difference to a room. 
What is your unique selling point? 
My designs are traditional with a 
hint of modern mixed in. 

Explain the creative process to us. 

The design process can take a few 
months, and some patterns take 
longer to create than others. Once 
I have a collection, I will work 
them into different colourways. 

I try to create colours that people 
will easily be able to incorporate 
into existing schemes. 

What design trend do you 
predict for the year ahead? Bland 
interiors are on the way out this 
year. We need more colour and 
more pattern in our lives. 

What’s next for your business? 

I have a new nursery collection 
coming out, which was inspired by 



an old piece of wallpaper I found in 
an inherited chest of drawers. Later 
in the spring I will be launching 
my 2016 collection. Summer Tea, 
which is inspired by my visits to the 
V&A and the Museum of Natural 
History in New York, and is based 
on early chintz patterns.

• Start off buying the fabric for the curtains or 
blinds. Choosing paint is easy as you can match 
a colour within your fabric to the walls. 

• Gather together samples of all the fabrics you 
like. I have always been amazed at how different 
a fabric can look from a photo on the internet 
and when it arrives in the post. 

• Find your ‘showstopper’ fabric and then add 
complementary fabrics alongside it. You will 
always find that a stripe, a spot and a plain will 
go together. The fabrics don’t literally have to be 
stripes and spots - the motifs on the fabric may 
be arranged as a stripe or a spot. 

• Mix fabrics that have a variation in scales. 

Small scale will add texture to a scheme;

I t was the energy 
and the sense of 
potential that stylist 
Leida Nassir-Pour had 
always loved about 
Brighton. Originally 
from nearby Lewes, 
she had moved to 
the coastal city after 
dropping out of art 
college in Huddersfield 
in 1998. But after 11 years, just as she was ready 
to buy a home of her own (until then she had 
rented), Leida realised she had been priced out 
of the market. ‘The transition happened very 
fast,’ she says. ‘Suddenly there were no more 
empty buildings - it had all been done.’ She 
wasn’t sure she liked it, either. ‘1 was constantly 
saying things like, “Brighton used to be so this 



or so that’.’ 1 sounded like an old fogey, and 1 
didn’t want to live in a place that was causing 
me to constantly complain.’ 

It was a day trip of flat-hunting in Hastings 
with her partner Will Evans that rekindled 
Leida’s energy. She found Hastings suitably 
ungentrified, and describes the visit as ‘a little 
like stepping into an episode of The Sweeney in 
1977’. What they fell in love with was one- third 
of a former pub whose quirky conversion into 
a two-bedroom home meant it had received 
little attention from prospective buyers. ‘The 
entrance is at the back, so you have to walk 
through the old pub courtyard to get into the 
house,’ Leida says. ‘It had put other potential 
buyers off, but we loved it.’ Within six months 
they had made the move. 

Thanks to a file handed over by the previous

chequered past. It was built in 1826 as two 
houses, although a new fagade was soon added 
and the property turned into a pub. At the 
same time, it was also used as a trial house 
for small domestic cases,’ she says. And at one 
point there were prostitutes upstairs. It’s funny, 
but when we first viewed the house it had this 
energy, like it had seen some wild times.’ 

ECLECTIC MIX 

Closing time for the pub was in the mid- 
Sixties, when it became an antiques shop; the 
conversion into three homes followed in the 
early 1980s. Although the pub’s character had 
been obliterated by a lot of MDF, the original 
floors remained, albeit overed in black tar. 
‘Stripping them back was possibly the worst 
thing I’ve ever had to do in my life,’ Leida says. 
‘We had sticky black sooty residue everywhere 
for three months.’ With only a small budget for 
renovations, the couple did much of the work 


themselves. ‘We were either killing ourselves 
or nearly killing each other’ 

At the time she was still working at an 
interiors boutique in Brighton (she was also a 
freelance stylist, and bought and sold textiles 
and antiques at Brighton markets). ‘Then I 
started waitressing in the restaurant across 
the road from the house,’ she says. ‘We needed 
the money for the refurbishment, and the less 
time I was in the house the better’ The work 
got done, however. And while there is little sign 
of the home having once been a pub, a certain 
turn-of-the-20th-century character has been 
reinstated. Rich, natural wood tones mix well 
with industrial fittings; vintage finds cleverly 
combine with artisan buys. 

BRANCHING OUT 

It is a look that Leida has also applied to 
the shop that she opened six months after 
arriving in Hastings. ‘I saw a vacancy sign up

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7 had no idea what hind

I had no 
idea what kind 
of shop I would 
open, or what I 
would stock, but 
I knew I just had 
to do it,’ she says. 
Two weeks after 
signing the lease, 
she opened Warp 
& Weft Styling and filled it with her collected 
vintage and historic pieces and handmade items. 
The shop fit cost only £800. ‘When I look back I 
have no idea how we did it,’ she says. It has since 
evolved to include her own clothing designs, 
accessories and products for the home, which 
she has handmade in Morocco 
The shop is not far from the house, which is 
on the city’s prominent West Hill. ‘The house 
is on a long street, and it’s very different from 
one end to the other,’ Leida says. At the top, it’s 
all stylists and artists and it’s very middle-class. 
At the other end it’s a bit rundown and with 
some social housing. Ours is right in the middle, 
which reflects our social standing. But as with so 
much of Hastings, the street is changing and bit 
by bit other properties are being done up.’ 

What will Leida do if the evolution and 
regeneration of Hastings takes it the same way 
of the more genteel Brighton? ‘What will I do?’ 
she asks. ‘I’ll lap it up!’ ^

The property was renovated from 
top to bottom, inside and out. 
Vicky paid particular attention to 
opening up and enlargening the 
floor space to bring light from the 
back of the house into the main 
sitting room at the front. 


I t would have been cheaper to pull it down 
and start again, but I like feeling that 
I’ve nurtured and restored a house,’ says 
Vicky Rigby of her historic London cottage, 
which recently earned her a Hammersmith 
Conservation Award. Vicky project manages 
domestic residential refurbishments from 
planning through to completion. She had 
finished working on two substantial properties 
for clients: one in Italy and one in central 
London, and wanted to turn her attention 
to a challenging project for herself. 

‘I spent months looking for the right 
property that would enable me to design and 
update it,’ says Vicky. ‘This listed detached 
building with flint quoins and brick cladding 
was just waiting to be transported into the 2 1st 
century, and came complete with a south-facing 
garden and enough frontage for parking. It’s 
rare in London to find such a compact property 
that’s detached, giving complete privacy. When 
I saw the huge potential for light, on top of its 
other advantages, I knew it was right for me.’ 

LABOUR OF LOVE 

First, Vicky renewed the roof using Buckingham 
slate. Despite the difficulty, the concrete mortar >>

was then removed from the flint quoins and 
brick cladding and painstakingly replaced with 
lime mortar, more in keeping with the period 
of the property. ‘It was a labour of love that 
required expertise and patience,’ says Vicky. 

She then realigned the front railings and 
extended the gate, using granite sets and flint 
gravel to allow for drainage, softening the area 
by planting a small flower meadow. All the 
windows were also replaced. 

OUT WITH THE OLD 

‘The interior was dark with poor-quality fittings 
dating back to the Sixties,’ says Vicky. On the 
ground floor, she took out a redundant second 
fireplace and pulled down the existing porch 
and back extension and replaced the roof to the 
front bay with a shallower design. 

Vicky also took out the existing reproduction 
spiral staircase and installed a more substantial 
design to the back of the living room, and built 
a large extension with glazed bi-fold doors to

of softness to the streamlined seating and 
designed shelving to display my curiosities,’ 
explains Vicky. Texture has been introduced 
to add warmth, in the form of a fluffy throw, 
a slubby linen cushion and a thick-pile rug, 
while colour has been used sparingly, keeping 
the integrity of the house’s creamy calm. Table 
lamps rather than overhead lighting provide 
depth to the white walls. 

A generous wide staircase leads to the first- 
floor bedroom where light falls in from the >> 


the garden. ‘The existing walls were replastered 
to match the new to give clean, sleek lines - 
26 skips later the floors were levelled and all 
utilities renewed and hidden,’ she says. 


TRANQUIL ORDER 

The kitchen neatly demonstrates Vicky’s desire 
to conceal ‘ugly household appliances’ and to 
keep clutter hidden away. The island has a thick 
slab of composite stone inset with a sink and a 
three-ring hob installed flush with the surface. 

To add interest, Vicky has hung a map of the 
world on the wall and arranged a few fascinating 
treasures from her travels - carved mango wood 
gourds from Bangkok’s night market, boxes from 
Myanmar, sculpture from Brazil, pottery from 
Tuscany. Paradoxically, her restrained approach 
to decor gives her home an idiosyncratic sense of 
tranquil order that soothes more than the lavish 
confusion of more cluttered homes. 

The living room has been given the same 
pared-back treatment. ‘I added elements

windows on three sides and reflects to the 
raftered ceiling. ‘I like a free environment and 
the house was designed for me to live in, hence 
the freestanding bath in the bedroom, like a 
hotel room, and the shower wet room, although 
there is provision for a glazed partition to be 
added at a later date, if required,’ says Vicky. 

Built-in wardrobes conceal personal 
belongings so the big unencumbered bed, 
simply decked out in cream, unfussy white and 
taupe linen, looks all the more inviting. ‘My 
mother always asked, “Can it be ornamental and 
useful?” and I think that’s why having a place 
for everything is my big thing,’ says Vicky. ‘I 
like things to be both practical and decorative. 

I create a perfect shell first and then add to it 
with carefully chosen accessories. Other than the 
furniture, everything in this building is new so 
style and quality trump speed and economy.’ 

PRIVATE PROPERTY 

To complete the cloistered and private feel of 
the property, two Victorian walls from mellow 
reclaimed brick replaced fencing in the garden, 
while York stone, removed from the front and 
mixed with brick, was laid on the ground to 
provide a place for a table and chairs. Raised 
beds for planting finish the design. Vicky used 
her dedicated small team and known sub- 
contractors throughout the build. 

‘My home is open-plan and minimal, so it’s 
vital that warmth, cosiness and good lighting are 
all available at the touch of a button,’ she says. ‘In 
the impatient, hectic world we live in, we all need 
comfort on demand. ^

Alexe Phipps-Inglis and her brother 
Stuart threw in their lot together 
to renovate their dream cottage 
in the Surrey countryside

A fter living in Spain for 12 years, Alexe 
Phipps-Inglis knew she had to find the 
right house when she came back to live 
in the Surrey countryside. ‘I returned to England 
when my relationship broke up and stayed with a 
friend in Cranleigh, Surrey, an area I knew and 
loved. It feels like you’re in the countryside, but 
you’ve got a vibrant village, plus easy links to both 
Guildford and London for shopping and work.’ 
Completely coincidentally, her brother Stuart 
was also going through a divorce and living in a 
flat not far away in Thames Ditton, but had always 
wanted a country cottage. ‘It made sense for us to 
move in somewhere together’, says Alexe. ‘We’re >>

a close family, and we’ve both got children and 
grandchildren living locally, plus we’re both 
very sociable and we love to entertain. It was 
a bit of a risk, but one we were both prepared 
to take - it was just a case of finding the right 
house to suit us both.’ 

COMING UP TRUMPS 

Stuart started researching property websites, 
and came up trumps almost immediately. ‘He’d 
always wanted something old and detached 
with an open fireplace, and he found a 
property fitting the bill on Rightmove. I went 
to see it on my own in February 2009 and I said 
straightaway to the estate agent that we would 
have it. Even though Stuart hadn’t seen the 
inside, I knew it was perfect.’ 

With the recession hitting, the house had 
originally been on the market for £450,000, 
but had already dropped to £395,000 and 


the owners were happy to accept £365,000. 
However, wrangles with the sale of a flat owned 
by Stuart, with buyers dropping out twice, 
meant that Alexe and Stuart didn’t actually get 
to move in until the October, eight months after 
they’d first seen it. 

The house had been used as a holiday home 
and was decorated to an excellent standard, 
but it was not to Alexe and Stuart’s taste. 

‘It’s what’s called a two-bay hall house, and 
it has been designated a place of historical 
interest,’ explains Alexe. ‘The central part 
dates back to 1554, which houses the dining 
space, my bedroom and the bathroom. The 
left wing, which now contains the sitting 
room and Stuart’s bedroom, was added 200 
years later, and the kitchen, conservatory and 
third bedroom is an extension that was done 
sympathetically in the 1970s, using old beams 
to mirror the originals.’ Having checked that >>

7 must have gone through at least nine tester pots 
before finding a shade to paint the downstairs rooms’ 


all the beams had been treated and everything 
was in order, it was a case of deciding what the 
cottage would look like. 

BARGAIN HUNTER 

‘Stuart totally trusts my taste - after all, this is 
what I do for a living. I hate the words interior 
designer, it’s more about getting the right look 
for a person at an affordable price. You need to 
spend the money where it’s important - good- 
quality flooring, carpets and paint all show. 

I adore Farrow & Ball paints. People say you 
can have them copied but it’s never the same, 
particularly in old houses. It’s furniture that 
I can’t understand people spending so much 
money on. It’s much better to buy an individual 
piece and customise it,’ says Alexe. 

The first decision was to replace the flooring 
in the sitting room. ‘It was so warped it was 
rising up in peaks, so we went for lovely wide 
solid oak planks and had them limed so they 


looked as though they’d been there a while.’ 

With brightly coloured washes on the walls, 

Alexe was keen to go to a more neutral look 
and also painted the orangey pine of the 
conservatory a calming mauvey-white. But 
deciding to paint the whole of the downstairs 
one off-white shade wasn’t as easy as it sounds. 

‘I must have gone through testers of at least 
nine shades before finding the right one. The 
light in every single room here is different 
and it changes throughout the day, so I had to 
pick a colour that looked good all the time and 
lightened everything up, as it could be a dark 
space with all that wood, says Alexe. 

With a trusty Rayburn stove already installed, 
Alexe ’s only problem in the kitchen was storage. 
‘There weren’t really any units as everything 
was freestanding. We had a tight budget for 
renovation, but I found the wooden-topped 
island in a sale corner at Ikea for £45, and 
even with all the units fitted inside, it only came >> 
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‘There are always friends and family here, and small 
children running round -ifs a really happy house’ 


to £600, and it has everything we need.’ But 
it was the large dining table that was Alexe’s 
best bargain. ‘I saw the huge but hideous shiny 
reproduction table in an auction with eight 
chairs. I managed to get it for only £40, gave 
the chairs away to a charity shop and then 
worked on painting the table. I originally 
wanted it to be magenta, but it came out a 
strange Barbie pink, so another eight coats 
later of Farrow & Ball’s Old White and it was 
finally ready. Each of the linen-covered chairs 
cost more than the whole table but I think they 
work really well together,’ she says. 

PLANNING FOR THE FUTURE 

The garden is a particular feature of the 
property, with an enclosed space that makes 
it totally private. It got plenty of attention in 
2011, with three chickens in a smartly painted 
house and Stuart setting up his long-desired 
vegetable plot, growing everything from 


tomatoes to runner beans, all of which are used 
straightaway. ‘We both cook,’ explains Alexe. 
‘Stuart is big on barbecues and roasts while I 
cover everything else. It’s lovely to be able to use 
things from your own garden.’ 

Next it was the upstairs where the attention 
was lavished. ‘We’ve done both Stuart’s 
bedroom and my bedroom, putting down a 
luxurious rattan-style carpet with wool in his 
room and having built-in cupboards made, as 
well as renovating the bathroom. Long-term 
we’d like a new bathroom and we need to really 
work on the guest bedroom, but for now we’re 
just enjoying the house.’ 

With everything from a quiet supper to 
lunch for 12 going on at least three times a 
week, there’s never a dull moment at this 
charming family-focused cottage. ‘There are 
always friends here, small children running 
around and cosy chats in front of the fire. 

It’s a really happy house.’ ^

GARDEN I BEE-FRIENDLY PLY\NTING

B ees are vital for plant pollination. 

What’s more, it’s estimated that 80% of 
the Western diet is dependant on bee 
pollination. Yet the loss of flower-rich habitats 
means the bee population is in decline, so it 
is important that we do what we can to help 
their survival. Even if you can’t keep honeybees 
yourself, you can grow some bee-friendly plants 
in your garden. In return an abundance of 
pollinators will ensure your garden plants and 
crops continue to flourish. 

There are lots of things we can do to 
encourage bees to our garden. Bees focus their 
pollen collecting in the local area to the hive, 
returning to the same source until it is depleted, 
so it’s important to plan for a succession of 
choices from early spring to late autumn. Adding 
the right plants is easy once you understand what 
they need. In a nutshell, think long-flowering, 
open flowers and old-fashioned cottage plants. 

BEE IDENTIFICATION 

There are hundreds of species of bees in Britain, 
and they can be divided into three groups. There 
are 24 species of bumblebees, around 225 types 
of solitary bee and just a single honeybee species. 
• Honeybees are social creatures, living in 
colonies or hives of up to 60,000, with one single 
fertile female (the queen bee) that lives for three 
to four years, lays the eggs and maintains the 
social cohesion. There are several hundred 
male honeybees (drones), but most of the hive 
is made up of thousands of infertile female

recessed alcoves, used for 
collecting swarms. 


worker bees whose job it is to gather nectar and 
pollen, care for the larvae, build the honeycomb 
and defend the hive. Most honeybees are 
looked after by beekeepers, but there are also 
some wild honeybee colonies. 

• Bumblebees look quite different from 
honeybees and solitary bees. The most reliable 
difference is that bumblebees are usually larger, 
and are always covered with dense hair. The sight 
of these plump, furry creatures buzzing from 
flower to flower is one of summer’s joys. They 
live in nests with 50 to 400 bees, often using 
tunnels made by rodents. Unlike honeybees, 
they only make small amounts of a honey-like 
substance to eat themselves. The queen lives for a 
year, while the others only live a few months. By 
September the nest is in decline and the bees are 
dying. Where honeybees overwinter by feeding 
on their honey stores, only the queen hibernates, 
burrowing into the soil and emerging on sunny 
spring days. Occasionally she may pop out and 
forage on a warm winter’s day, so include some 
winter flowers in your garden. 

• Solitary bees don’t have a worker caste. Instead 
each female constructs and provisions her own 
nest, dying before the next generation emerges. 
Soil-nesting species excavate nest tunnels, while 
others nest in hollow stems, beetle borings in 
dead wood or soft rotten wood. You make like to 
make or buy bee houses for them. February to 
March is the best time for putting solitary bee 
homes in the garden. Ensure the bee house has 
an overhanging roof and is waterproof, as the 
overwintering bees need to be cold but dry. 

KEEPING BEES 

If you would like to keep bees, learning from 
other established garden owners is invaluable. 

Penny Snell, the London County Organiser 
and past Chairman for the National Gardens 
Scheme, has hives in her glorious Surrey garden 
at Moleshill House. ‘I initially introduced bees 
for the benefit of my garden,’ she explains. At 
first I kept them in skeps [hives made of straw 
or wicker] but that became a little impractical 
as it’s difficult to extract the honey, so I moved >>

7 love to see them going about their tasks without any 
bother. Oh that the human race could manage so welV 


them to conventional hives and now just use the 
skeps when collecting swarms. I spend hours 
watching and marvelling at my bees going about 
their business - they are incredibly industrious 
and clever. They work as a community and it is 
incredibly inspiring to witness. 

‘When I collect their honey I always leave half 
of it for the bees because I find they seem to 
remain healthier with their own provisions rather 
than being fed syrup for the winter’ she explains. 
‘I leave enough on each hive to see them through 
the winter’ However, for all the obvious pleasures 
and benefits of keeping bees, Penny is also at 
pains to stress that it is a time-consuming pastime 
and shouldn’t be undertaken by people who are 
likely to go away a lot in the summer months - 
they need attention. 

Jillian Ede gardens around her chocolate- 
box cottage. Old Thatch, in the Hampshire 
countryside, and is equally enthusiastic about 
her little charges. ‘I love to see “the girls” busily 
going about their tasks and being part of a 
community without any fuss or bother. Oh that 


the human race could manage so well! I love to 
see them drink from the natural spring water in 
my garden, which seeps out at the base of an old 
stone wall. I site their entrance boards so they fly 
away from the cottage. They have never been a 
problem on my National Gardens Scheme open 
days: a few “Bees at work” signs alerts visitors to 
their presence. I like to position a chair beneath 
the fruit trees so that I can admire them working 
on while I sneak a coffee break.’ 

Further advice comes from beekeeper and 
keen gardener Jeanette Lerwill from her 
Kent acreage that is full of bloom, including 
a delightful potager of flower and produce 
combined. ‘What fascinates me most about 
bees is the hierarchy within the hive. They each 
progress through a series of jobs, from cleaning, 
nursing young and guarding the entrance to the 
very important job of taking flight as a forager. 
Having bees in the garden is a joy.’

It’s SO refreshing to get out into the garden in 
springtime, when the air is filled with sweet 
fragrances and on all sides are emerging flowers 
and young, newly unfurled leaves.

Enjoy freshly cut daffodils 

I love to bring a bit of spring 
inside by picking some of my 
daffodils and narcissi. Rather 
than cutting the stems, it’s best 
to snap them close to the ground 
to stop the toxic sap leaking out, 
which will shorten the life of any 
other flowers with them in the 
vase. Leave your daffodils in a 
jug of water for up to 24 hours 
before arranging them, and 
change the water daily. 


warmth means that you 

should deal with weeds as they come back into 
growth. Feeding and mulching the garden beds 
now will pay off with healthier plants. Take a good 
look around, then lift and divide any overgrown 
clumps of perennials. The mowing regime gets 
back into routine this month as well. 

Look ahead and plant deciduous trees and 
shrubs, hedges, container-grown herbaceous and 
rockery plants. Start sowing hardy annuals now 
until May; they are great to fill gaps as the season 
progresses and are the most cost-effective way to 
give you floral delights to look forward to. I like 
old-fashioned nigella billowing in borders as well 
as sunny California and Shirley poppies for bright 
accents. Plant summer bulbs and corms such as 
gladioli, dahlias and crocosmia. There are also 
new vegetables to start sowing, including leeks, 
carrots, peas, spinach and spring onions.

Support your plants 


Perennials, annuals and 
biennials that are tall and 
fragile may need help to 
stand tall in the border. 
Putting in supports now

Rely on tried and tested technology 

Experience has shown that using nnodern 
technology alongside traditional building 
nnethods can cause irreversible dannage. One 
of the most widespread examples is the use 
of cement mortar for pointing, rendering in 
solid wall buildings and infill panels in timber- 
framed buildings. Historic buildings tend to 
be constructed of permeable materials such 
as lime mortar, soft bricks and stone. The 
introduction of hard, impervious mortars 
encourages moisture to dwell in the brick, 
stonework or timber frame, which will suffer 
from accelerated deterioration and decay. 

Waterproof membranes can be harmful 

Inserting a waterproof membrane in any 
traditional wall, floor or roof will prevent 
the building from breathing and result in 
concentrations of moisture. Traditional solid 
wall buildings are constructed of materials 
that absorb moisture when the weather is 
wet or humid and give it out by evaporation 
when it is dry. Methods used in modern 
building constructions such as damp proof 
membranes, vapour barriers and any 
impervious layers should be avoided.

simply carrying out essential maintenance, 
such as repointing or window repairs, try 
to keep as much of the historic fabric as 
possible. Only repair when it is absolutely 
necessary to do so as ‘over-restoration’ can 
result in a loss of historic fabric and character. 

Know the history of your home

Make sure all alterations are reversible 

In practice this means fitting the new 
around the old rather than altering the old 
to accommodate the new.
